VIEWERS CONDUCT HEARING 
The board of viewers appointed at 


the April session of Court held a 
hearing in the court room on Tuesday 
morning in the petition to vacate a 
road in Hamilton townabfp. north of 
New Oxford, which it is said, has bo- 
come In such shape that it is unfit to 
travel and would require a considera- 
ble amount of money to repair and 
keep in condition. Several witnesses 
were hearfcl and the viewers withheld 
their decision, which will be presented! 
to court at the regular August ses- 
sions. The viewers, R. E. Wible, Esq., 
P. S. Orner and George L. Gulp, re- 
cently visited the road in question and 
found that it had been used almost 
exclusively by the tenant on the farm 
of Annie M. Rinehart, through whose 
land the road leads. The road also lies 
adjoining the farm of Francis Ginter 
and leads from the Oxford and East 
Berlin roadi to the public road leading 
from New Chester to the Carlisle pike. 
There was no one present who op- 
posed the vacation of the road, and it 
was pointed out that the residents on 
the Rinehart farm could! have access 
to public roads by two routes which 
were over higher ground and better 
adapted to travel. The petition to the 
Court was signed by the three super- 
visors of the township, Jacob K. Hoov- 
er, George W. Mummert and Michael 
Berkheimer. as well as a number of 
residents of that section.

One 
teaspoonful of baking powder to a cup- 
ful of flour Is ample, In spite of the 
fact that twice that amount Is recom- 
mended on the baking powder cans. 
Just remember that good powder Is an 
economy.

scorched In Ironing, moisten the spot 
with soapsuds and place In the ma. 
It Mill disappear In a few moments. 


When baking apples, vary the flavor 


by adding a bit of grated orange or 
lemon to a loaf of sugar and Inserting 
It In the cavity. Raisins and figs are 
delicious as stuffing for baked apples 


Powdered milk, when used, requires 


Just twice as much thickening, whether 
of flour or egg. It should also have a 
pinch of soda added to each cupful of 
the milk, as It is slightly acid. For 
cake, the soda Is not necessary. 


The richer the doughnut mixture the 


more apt Is it to absorb fat In frying. 


To clean aluminum pans that have 


become dark colored, take a few 
leaves from the rhubarb or a pan of 
apple peelings and boil them In the 
dish.

Sour Cr«am Cake. — Cream one-hall 


cupful of [shortening with one cupful 
of sugar, add one-half cupful of mo 
lasses, two eggs well beaten, ont1 tea- 
spoonful each of cinnamon and nut 
meg, one and one-half leaspoonfuls of 
soda, two cupfuls of pastry flour, one 
cupful of sour cream, three-fourths of 
a cupful each of nuts and raisins, the 
lutter dusted with some of the flour. 
Bake in a loaf pan 40 to 50 minutes. 


French Pineapple Cream. — Take one 


can of pineapple, one cupful of cooked 
rice, two tablcspoonfuls of gelatin 
one-fourth of a cupful of water, one-half 
cupful of sugar, one cupful of whip- 
ping cream. 
Soak the gelatin In the 


cold water and dissolve in one-half 
cupful of pineapple juice which has 
been heated hot. Add the rice, sugar 
and one-half can of chopped pineap- 
ple. Fold In the whipped cream and 
line a wet moldfc with the rings of the 
remaining pineapple. 
Pour the pud- 


ding into the mold and place In Ice 
and salt or In a cold place to become 
firm. 


Stuffing for a Three-Pound Fish,— 


Fry one minced onion with two ounces 
of diced bacon and a large tomato, 
peeled and chopped. Add two table- 
spoonfuls of butter, one 
cupful of 


dried bread crumbs, three-fourths of 
a teaspoonful of salt, one-half tea- 
spoonful of pepper, one tablespoonful 
of parsley and three tablespoonfnls of 
hot water used to moisten the crumbs; 
more may be needed. Mix well and 
stuff the fish.

Hearing in the cases of Benton Gil 


bert and Geo. W. Buohl, Gettysburg 
charged with operating motor vehicles 
as jitneys without the requisite ap 
proval and certificate, was held on 
Wednesday before the Public Service 
Commission of th© State at Harris- 
burg. There are 44 jitneymen there 
it is said, who have not applied for li 
g censes from the Public Service Com 


mission. It is said1 a fine or revocar 
tion of the driver's license may be the 
penalty for a continuation of the prac- 
tice of operating a jitney for hire 
without the Commission's consent 
Backed by these jitneymen, it was de- 
cided to test the cases and therefore 
Buohl pleaded guilty to the charge am 


_ applied for a certificate to operate a 
I jitney, while Gilbert stood trial on th'e 


charge. A number, of witnesses were 
heard, after which the decision of the 
Commission was reserved 
for ten 


days. Twenty other jitneymen of Get- 
tysburg who had gone to the expense 
of securing the approval of the Com- 
mission had made the complaint, pro- 
testing the procedure ofGilbert and 
Buohl. When Buohl appliedi for neces- 
sary State Certificate, some of the oth- 
en. taximen from that place complain- 
ed that the certificate should not be 
granted, as there were already too 
many drivters in the town.

George.W. Ziegler. Gettysburg, one 


of the flijpt and moat accomplished 
men to engage in the business of con 
ducting touring parties over the Get- 
tysburg battlefield, died at the War- 
ner Hospital Tuesday! morning from 
a complication of diseases. He had 
been in failing health for the past 18 
months, but wag only admitted to the 
hospital 43 days previous when his 
condition became serious. Capt. Zieg- 
ler, as he was familiarly known, was 
born in Philadelphia In 1847. He was 
the son of Samuel snd Sarah Ziegler 
and lived there until 1861 when his 
panents moved to Gettysburg.

The labor inspection bureau 


in a recent report pictures the trouble 
its enforcement is bringing as Ham- 
burg's economic condition improviil. 
Employers complain that laborers of 
both sexes, after an eight-hour day, 
undertake to d5 outside work for other 
people—which cuts down their 
effi- 


ciency on their regular job. Worker^ 
on the other hand, consider it nn In- 
terference with their personal liberty 
if their employers try to hold them 
to the eight-hour plan. Although the 
law was passed to safeguard the health 
of the workers, they appear to have 
lost sight of its real intention, and the 
authorities show reluctance to prose- 
cute cases of its violation. In the ho- 
tels and cafes, especially, it has beeu 
difficult to enforce the eight-hour day; 
waiters are loath to give up their 
chances for more tips during overtime.
